Fifth Annual Session of the Los Angeles 
County Fair at Downey City. The ex ­ 
hibits are chosen mostly from th at place, 
from the Ranchito, Atersia and other 
places near Downey City. 
There was a good attendance on th e 
grounds yesterday, people coming from 
many miles away to see the magnificent 
displays of various sorts. All the fruits 
of the Temperate and Semi-Tropic re­ 
gions are there. Peaches a foot in cir­ 
cumference, apples and pears twice as 
large, Japan plums as large as h en's 
eggs, grapes of twenty varieties and 
all 
perfect 
in 
their 
development, 
quinces, figs, oranges, lemons, lim es 
and 
pomegranates were • among the 
exhibits 
made 
by 
dozens of 
th e 
farmers in the rich region aronnd Dow­ 
ney. There is corn 20 feet high w ith 
three and four ears to the stalk. The 
ears have 18, 20 and 22 rows to the ear, 
and they are 12 to 18 inches long. 
Bushels of such corn was seen here and 
not a kernel missing to the ear.

were sweet potatoes a foot to 15 inches 
long, and weighing 12 to 20 pounds each.

Building a Navy. 
Hon. Tom Fitch and General Harrison 
agree in demanding that a navy be built. 
The silver-tongued orator of California 
savs he would “ blow in” the surplus on 
ships. The Secretary of the Navy in his 
last report says: 
Among the vessels dropped from the 
Navy Register and sold during the past 
year is the Tennessee. The history of 
this vessel is quite interesting and most 
illustrative. 
She had a short life, but, 
as a consumer of money, a brilliant one. 
Her hull was built and ehe was equipped 
in the New York navy-yard. 
Her ma­ 
chinery was designed and built under 
contract by the em inent engineer Mr. 
John Ericsson, costing $700,000. 
Her 
total original cost was $1,855,075.81. 
Upon her trial trip in January, 1867, she 
ran about one thorn and miles. 
She at­ 
tained a speed of sixteen knots and made 
a run of fifteen knots per hour for four 
hours. 
She encountered 
a 
perilous 
storm, described as a hurricane, which 
continued over twenty-four hours. The 
ship suffered considerably. The report 
of her commander says: 
The engines moved off finely and 
worked perfectly during all the storm. 
* * * Her machinery is as perfect as 
need be. It hasundergone the severest 
test and has not unce been found want­ 
ing. She is the fastest ship I have ever 
seen.” 
The chief engineer says: 
If the strength and workmanship of 
the machinery can not be depended upon 
then no reliance is to be placed upon the 
performance of any steam machinery 
with which I am acquainted. 
Two years afterwards she underwent 
what w a s called “ repairs,” and the sum 
of $576,799.61 was spent upon h e r; all 
but $73,000 of this was put on her hull 
and equipment. It was the full price of 
new wooden hull of her size at that 
time. This was from 1869 to 1871. 
She 
then made a cruise of three mbnths, and 
went into the haDds 
of

and 
boilers 
John 
Ericsson

substi- 
others of superior character. It 
among other things, expected to 
the ship a 14,’«-knot speed for 
twenty-four hours. W hen she had her 
trial of this new machinery in 1875 her 
maximum speed was 10?4 knots, and she 
had put upon her an expense of $801,­ 
713.60, in addition to the value of her 
machinery and boilers, taken in trade 
by Mr. Roach at $65,000. This ma­ 
chinery had cost $700,000, had not been 
in actual service six m onths, had never 
been surveyed and condemned by a 
Board of Government officers, nor its 
value fixed by any Government Board, 
but it was sold to Mr. Roach as old iron. 
That is to say. between 1869 and 1875 
the Tennessee had had three m onths’ 
service, and had cost in repairs and im­ 
provements 
$1,443,513.21. 
This was 
largely in excess of a fair price for a new 
ship of her characteristics. 
Twelve years afterwards (on April 4, 
1887) she is condemned by the Statutory 
Board as unseaworthy and not worth re­ 
pairing and ordered 6old, having put up­ 
on her, between 1875 and 1887, the ad­ 
ditional sum of $577,716.17. She brought 
$24,525 at the auction sale. She had cost 
the Government $3,800,000 
in round 
numbers and had done about ten years 
of active sea service, outside of repair 
shops and navv-yards. 
It is often the subject of wonder what 
has become of the $70,000,000 spent up­ 
on war vessels since the close of the 
war, in view of the fact that there is now 
no navy. This bit of history will serve 
as an illustration. 
That was all done under the Robeson- 
Chandler-Roach Republican era of navy 
building. 
In view of these facts, Gen­ 
eral Harrison is not likely to be put in 
charge of rebuilding our navy, with Hon 
Tom Fitch as its Secretary, and “ Blow 
it in” as the party platform.

By the census of 1880 we find that in 
that year the country produced in finish­ 
ed woolen fabrics of all kinds the follow­ 
ing: 
Wool hats—value of finished pro­ 
duct ................................................. 
$8,516,561 
Woolen goods—value of finished 
product. 
160,606,721 
Worsted good*—valne of finished 
p ro d u ct...................... 
33,540.942 


G raud total of finished product $202,673,232 
The total sum paid in wages to produce 
these goods was $33,412,634 or about 16*.. 
per cent, of the total cash. 
Now in spite of the fact that only 16,*^ 
per cent, of the product goes to labor, a 
tariff averaging about 75 per cent, has 
been collected on im ported woolens for 
the benefit of American labor. 
The Mills bill proposes to give the 
woolen manufacturers free raw m aterials 
and reduce the tariff on the manufactured 
article to 40 per cent. 
Mr. J . 8. Moore, in nn article some 
time ago, pointed out f mie instructive 
things about these woolen taxes. 
We 
imported in 1887 31,136,149 square yards 
of mixed woolen dress g< oils, which cost 
abroad $6,522,508, or as near as possible 
21 cents a square yard. On these goods 
a duty of $4,511,280 was collected, or as 
near as possible 17.lí> cents a yard, or 
82.96 per cent. 
Again, 20,929,224 square yards of sim ­ 
ilar stuff’ were imported in th e same 
year, costing $4,094,403, on which a tax 
oi $2,779,502 was collected, or at th e rate 
of 67.89 per cent. 
In short, of this class of woolen mixed 
dress goods there was importml alto­ 
gether $17,199,141 in value, on wliich a 
tax of $12,398,974 was collected, or an 
average of 72.09 per cent. 
In other words, the total duty on 
woolen manufactures iu 1887 was $29,­ 
29,717, and over $12,000,000 was in 
goods that cost abroad from 15 cents to 
21 cents a square yard. 
Who paid this 
tax? Was it the prosperous rich people 
or was it the hard-workiug classes, the 
farmers and artisans? Now, if this was 
the only am ount of tax paid by the 
American people it would be almost 
moderate. But it must be remembered 
that at least double that am ount of tax 
or say $25,000,000 more, goes into the 
pockets of the home woolen manufac 
turers. That is the American people pay 
over $36,000,000 taxes on woolen mixed 
goods that is valued at au average of 
about 20 cents a square yard, of which 
over $12,000,000 goes into the Treasury 
and over $24,000,000 into the pockets of 
monopolists. 
Now, Mr. Mills, the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and the Democratic 
party have arranged, concocted and 
passed a bill through the House that re­ 
duces the tax ou this kind of woolen 
goods to 40 per cent, ad valorem. 
That 
is, they leave still a protection of 40 per 
cent, on such importations. 
In other 
words, instead of $12,398,000 that now 
goes into the 
Treasury, 
only about 
$6,880,000 will be collected, and instead 
of about $24,000,000 that now goes into 
the pockets of monopoly, only some 
$14,000,000 will find its way there, and 
the American people will be relieved of 
some $15,000,000 of taxes on the cheap­ 
est kind and most necessary clothing 
used. And yet the 1,000,000 Republican

M r. G a ffey, of the State Board of 
Equalization, telegraphs the H erald that 
that body has reduced the assessment of 
this county ten per cent. This is a gain 
of $60,000 to the taxpayers of the county, 
and the relief comes from strangers to us 
and because of the exorbitant and sense­ 
less action of our own assessor. But it is not 
w hat it should have been. 
This county 
asked to have the unjust valuation of 
Mr. Mason reduced tw enty per cent, 
which would have brought us to about 
the figure of last year.

S enator Vest D raw s a C om parison. 
Put Y ourself in H is Place. 
Jo lm M ust tío.

W a sh in g t o n, September 13.—In the 
Senate to-day Platt offered a resolution 
instructing the Comm ittee on Finance to 
inquire whether a foreign syndicate, com­ 
bination or trust controls the production 
of copper in the United States and has 
thereby largely increased the price of all 
articles made therefrom , and suggesting 
remedial legislation. 
Spooner’s resolution as to 
political 
murders in Texas, was referred to the 
Committee on Contingent 
Expenses. 
Then the Chinese Exclusion bill was tak­ 
en up. Jone?, of Nevada, addressed the 
Senate in support of the bill. 
Jones said the discussion now was re ­ 
duced to the point whether immediate 
action Bhould be taken to prevent the in­ 
flux of that vile Btream of Mongolian 
barbarism into 
the 
pure waters 
of 
American civilization, or whether the 
people would have to wait until the 
Chinese Government should conclude to 
afford relief. 
He wanted to say that 
when the Democratic party, after 1865, 
took off the gruy uniform and put on the 
garb of the working citizen, it was at a 
loss for a platform. 
The Democrats had 
been floundering around for some posi­ 
tion ou which to stand, and they in 1872 
lit upon a curious platform, with a high 
priest of Protection in command of the 
troops, and in it they put an anti-Chinese 
plank. 
Jones then alluded to the advance of 
Chinese in California and the evil con­ 
sequences flowing from their presence 
there, and said the Democrats had not 
shown much zeal in respect to Chinese 
exclusion. The 
positions of the two 
parties afterwards had been entirely dif­ 
ferent. The Republican party believed 
that the Declaration of Independence 
was intended for all men without regard 
to color. After the war in which the 
shackles had been struck from 
the 
limbs of four million people, they were 
in no humor to listen to a proposition to 
exclude 
any race. The 
Democrats 
on the other hand, believed that the De­ 
claration of Independence meant that all 
white men were equal. 
They had a long 
experience with a non-assimilating race 
and had no use for it when they could 
not enslave It, and were therefore ready 
to vote to exclude it. 
So listless had the 
Democrats been in support of their anti- 
Chinese propositions, that tho people of 
the Pacific Coast did not believe much 
in their sincerity. The people of the 
Pacific Coast knew that if they once 
could get a majority of the Republicans 
on their side they would see that justice 
was done to them. 
Vest said lie had never been able to 
understand w hat was the difference of 
opinion between the Republican party at 
large and the Republicans of the Pacific 
Slope as to the meaning of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Did the Senator 
■from Nevada mean to eay that a differ­ 
ence existed? Or did tho Senator agree 
with the Democratic party that this was 
a no-man’s Government? 
Jones replied that as a boy he had 
heard on every patriotic occasion speeches 
declaring the United States to be the 
home of the oppressed of all nations, but 
when he went to the Pacific Coast and 
saw how impossible it was for Chinese to 
assimilate with Americans, he became 
convinced that it was impossible for two 
distinct and dissimilar races to prosper 
side by side in the same country. The 
barbarous economy of the Chinese would 
take possession of every avenue of in­ 
dustry to the exclusion of Americans, 
and he (Jones) was in favor of de­ 
fending his own people and defending 
them quickly. The evil of Chinese im­ 
migration, he said, was increasing daily. 
H undreds and thousands of Chinamen 
were coming annually into the country 
and driving Americans out of employ­ 
m ent. 
Were the people, he asked, to 
wait upon gilt-edged diplomacy until the 
barbaric Government of China should 
say that it was willing that our Govern­ 
m ent should exclude that horde of immi­ 
gration which everyone believed to be an 
irreparable injury to the country ? The 
people of the Pacific Coast demanded 
that there should be no more delay. The 
said subject was one over which the 
United States was sovereign, and it was 
derogatory to the dignity of the Ameri­ 
can people that they should aEk the 
Chinese Government to join with them 
before they could decide who should be 
domiciled in this country. 
Those Sen­ 
ators who would vote for further delay 
m ight find great reward iu the fact that 
they had maintained the gilt-edged dip* 
lomatic conditions undisturbed, but those 
who would vote for the immediate pass­ 
age of the bill would have their names 
held in reverence, not only by the pres- 
eht population of the Pacific coast, but 
by m any millions who are to inhabit it 
in the future. 
Vest said he had asked the Senator 
from Nevada a question as to the Declara­ 
tion of Independence but had got only 
an indirect answer. lie wanted to know 
if these Republican Senators from the 
Pacific Slope, who urged the Senate to 
relieve them 
from the curse of the 
Chinese, were willing to turn round and 
vote for a moat extreme measure to fix 
on the white men of the South the 
curse of negro 
domination? If the 
right to vote were 
attem pted to bo 
given the Chinese of the Pacific Coast, 
California would attem pt to tight the 
country till the last man fell in defense 
of his home and fireside. Even little 
Nevada, with her 75,000 people, would 
take up arm s against such a thing; but 
when the Negroes of the South, under 
the leadership of corrupt politicians and 
reckless demagogues, were given the 
right to strike down the civilization of 
the Southern people, what, he asked, 
was heard from these same Senators? 
T hat was rig h t; that was a different 
question. 
Tne 
Senator 
from Nevada 
had just said he did not believe that the 
two races, so dissimilar as the Chinese 
and Caucasian, can live in the same 
country, 
but when 
it 
came 
to 
Negro 
domination 
in 
the 
South, 
how was 
it? The 
whites 
in 
the 
South had to subm it to every outrage, 
and if a Negro was killed in an affray, a 
committee of inquiry had to be appoint­ 
ed, and violent declarations were heard, 
such as the Senate had listened to for 
the last two days, appealing to the white 
men of the North to strike down the 
Democratic party, because its home was 
in the former slave-holding States. 
In conclusion, he announced his pur­ 
pose to vote against the motion to recon­ 
sider, on the ground that the people had 
crystalized and settled the question for­ 


ever; that it had passed away from 
reaties, and that it was now a question 
of statutory enactment. 
It was agreed that a vote on Blair’s 
motion to reconsidor shall be taken at 2 
o’clock to-morrow. 
Adjourned.

— The 
joint resolution passed, extending until 
October 1st the existing appropriations 
for the sundry civil expenses of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
The Senate bill to am end the Inter­ 
state Comraerce'law was taken up. Tho 
am endment giving the Scute courts con­ 
current jurisdiction with the Federal 
courts in civil proceedings under the act. 
passed; also one requiring the Interstate 
Commerce Commissioners to furnish all 
roads before January 1st, next, one uni­ 
form classification, and making any devi­ 
ation therefrom unlawful and unreason­ 
able. 
Anderson, of Kansas, offered am end­ 
ments, requiring the Commission to exe­ 
cute the provisions of the Interstate Com­ 
merce law, declaring all pooling unlaw­ 
ful. The railroad companies, he declared, 
through understandings and associations 
has formed a trust, which took from the 
people $1,000,000,000 a year in defiance 
of the law. The President of any com­ 
pany who w'ould enter into such a trust 
ought to be sent to the penitentiary and 
kept there. 
Anderson declared th at the railroads 
were making more money under the In ­ 
terstate Commerce law than they ever 
did before. 
Anderson’s 
first 
am endm ent 
was 
adopted, and the other rejected as too far 
reaching, 
Nelson, of M innesota, addressed the 
House in support of the am endm ent of­ 
fered by him , making railroads incorpo­ 
rated under the United States law am en­ 
able to the laws of tho States traversed 
by that road. 
He said the Northern P a­ 
cific road had refused to subm it to State 
regulations on the ground that under the 
Interstate Commerce law it was exem pt 
from am enability to the State. 
Crisp, of Georgia, m ade a point of o r­ 
der against the am endm ent, and it was 
ruled out. 
Grosvenor subm itted an am endm ent 
making it unlawful for any common car­ 
rier, subject to the provisions of this act, 
to carry refined oils and other petroleum 
product, cotton seed oil and turpentine, 
for any shipper, iu tank or cylinder cars, 
who shall own, lease cr control same in 
any m anner except upon the condition 
that said carrier shall charge the same 
rate for 
the 
transportation 
of 
said 
products in modern packages or barrels 
in car-load lots, as in said tank or cylin­ 
der cars; the said tank and cylinder and 
said wooden packages and barrels being 
carried free in each case. 
The am endm ent was adopted. The 
bill as am ended was then passed without 
division. 
Wilson, of M innesota, called up, and 
the House passed without am endm ent, 
the following b ill: 
T hat where any rail­ 
road company, heretofore chartered or 
incorporated, or th at may hereafter bo 
chartered or incorporated by an act of 
Congress, has built or constructed or 
operated, or shall build, construct or 
operate a railroad through, across or into 
the territorial limits of any State or Ter­ 
ritory of the United States, the tolls, 
rates and fareB made or charged for the 
transportation of property ana passengers 
over or upon such road, or roads, for 
traffic w ithin the limits of a State or Ter­ 
ritory, and the tariffs and schedules 
thereof shall be subject to legislative 
control of and by the several States 
and Territories 
through, 
across, 
into which such road or roads are 
so constructed, built or operated, any­ 
thing in the charter of, or acts of Con­ 
gress creating such companies, or any 
law of any State or Territorial Legislat­ 
ure enacted in pursuance of such charter, 
or act of incorporation to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
Section 2 says th at 
Section 1 of this act shall be limited in 
its operation, and shall apply only to the 
carriage and transportation by such com­ 
pany or companies of passengers or prop­ 
erty, wholly by railroad, or partly by 
railroad and partly by water, when both 
are used under common managem ent, 
control or arrangem ent, from one place 
or station to another place or station, 
both being within the territorial lim its of 
one aud the same S tate; and they shall 
in no case apply to any commerce be­ 
tween States or 
Territories, or into 
foreign countries. 
The contest over the Oklahoma bill 
was' then resumed. 
A motion was 
made by Springer th at the House go 
into Committee of the Whole for the con­ 
sideration of that measure. 
The ques­ 
tion disclosing no quorum, a call of the 
House was ordered. 
Only 132 m em bers, 
no quorum, responded.

Improve­ 
m ents are goiDg forward in every direc­ 
tion. 
Since my last several residences 
have been commenced, some of them of 
more than ordinary pretensions. 
A con­ 
tractor from your city has to-day signed 
an agreement to erect, on Sixteenth 
street, a $6,000 residence for a gentleman 
who, like most who visit our charming 
town, believe it to be the coming seaport 
town of Southern California, and has de­ 
cided to make it his home. 
He has at 
once commenced the erection of a fine 
dwelling on the mesa overlooking the 
lovely bay of San Pedro. 
Ground was 
broken this morning for a depot on Cen­ 
ter street, near Sixteenth. 
It is to be a 
very neat structure—an ornam ent to the 
locality, 
as 
well 
as a 
great con­ 
venience 
to 
those 
who 
reside in 
that 
part of 
the city. 
There are 
those who affect to believe that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Companv do 
not intend to prosecute the projected im­ 
provements to the south of our city—that 
it is but another scheme to sell a “ Paper 
town,” etc. 
Well, such people are not 
to be altogether blamed for such an 
opinion when we rem ember the many 
schemes for inducing people to part with 
their coin for lots in the “ future harbor- 
town” of Southern California. 
But such 
persous forget that the Southern Pacific 
Company have never been connected 
with any of these schem es; that when 
they put money into any proposed im­ 
provements it is a sure thing and they 
will stay with it. 
The erection of this 
depot shows that the building of the road 
out on the mesa and to the light-house 
means business, and that they expect the 
city to stretch along the bluff for three 
miles, and they are not making any mis­ 
take. The new hotel on Nob Hill is 
about ready for occupation, and it is 
rumored that an Eastern hotel man is to 
open it very soon.

A high wind was blowing at 
the time and the flames spread so rapidly 
that only one of the families occupying 
the houses burned were able to save any­ 
thing at all, some of the occupants nar­ 
rowly escaping with their lives. Mr. 
Plumstead, one of the sufferers, was 
peculiarly unfortunate. 
He, with his 
wife and three little children, had been 
in his house only two days, having paid 
out every dollar he had in the world in 
its purchase.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e Muoons Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, and is one of 
the most com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases.

B ut 
th is form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles on th e lungs th e disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If ii. enda in 
bronchitis it usually paases off as a cold in th e 
cheBt, and still the patient dees not feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feela tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of taking his usual am ount of exercise, 
aud experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w arm th in the palm s of his hands. 
Soon after this a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
' y a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
¡ghr. sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consnm ption. B ut this is simply catarrh 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In tho latter stages of the disease the m ucons 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tubes and air cells of th e 
lungs the m ucous m em brane becomes con­ 
gested and inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercleB in th e lungs, but m erely a w asting 
away of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of the bronchial 
tubeB and air cells of th e lungs. The p a t'e n t 
dies from exhaustlou and suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to the lungs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky and sm all In 
S 
uantity, b u t more com m only .copious, of a 
ght straw or yellowish green. 
O ftentim es 
streak s of blued m ake th eir appearance in th e 
m ucus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
6m ell. 
Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
tak e cold, at which tim es the m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only the 
case th at th e patien t dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(From humere, to be m oist) Is so called from tho 
profuse q u an tity of w atery secretions w hich 
com es from tho a ir passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becomes ropy like tbe w hite of an egg. 
This form of disease usually attacks old people. 


Dry Bronchitis. 


This disease, the very opposite of the above, 
is n very com m on affectiou. Very m any peo­ 
ple who regard them selves as quite healthv are 
to-day und er its influence, and are slowly but
